These 
include  such  pro'blems  as  how  large  a  territory  the  ho3pita,l  will  serve,  how 
many  people  will  use  the  hospital,  whether  the  popula,tion  is  increasing  or 
decreasing,  how  the  "building  is  to  "be  financed  and  who  would  pay  the  cost 
of  operating  the  hoepit,al,  and  the  attitude  of  the  people  in  the  community 
towa.rd  the  undertaking.     The  experiences  of  many  localities  in  providing 
different  tjrpes  of  hospital  service  are  descrihod  in  the  "bulletin. 
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
